It keep* down doctor hills In the 
family. 

Kill the eats lirst, and then if you ran 
Hot kill the rat* move the chicken coops 
away from Hie building, and every night 
se«- that tlu-y come to roost in their proper 
places. Keep the roosting places cool and 
clean. Ho not let twenty-live or fifty 
chicks, no matter what age, crowd Into 
one coop that is only large enough for a 
dozen. 

The most successful method of sprouting 
black seed onions that I have ever tiled is 
to pour Isiiling hot w ater over the needs 
mid allow them to stand from live to ten 
minutes. Then you will see the little tine 
sprout* begin to start.

Jilst In-fore the ground freezes iu Hie fall. 
Manure fresh from the stable Is lien!, anil 
roiitainn far more and better fertilizing in¬ 
gredients Hutu rotted manure.

Home 
hay is being cut on tlm most forward fields, 
but it is practically Impossible to cure ii.
